Very fit and fresh from two victor- 
ies at Belmont Park, the recently 
claimed One Round, now carrying 
the dark blue and cerise cross sash- 
es of Mrs. Robert Winthrop’s Groton 
Stable, made it three in a row last 
Saturday, when he scored an easy 
victory for his new owner’ over 
Thomas T. Mott’s Prattler and Mont- 
pelier’s Matey in the two mile Bow- 
man Steeplechase Handicap. A sport- 
ing gathering of some 3,000 hunt 
race enthusiasts saw the five year 
old gelded son of Broadside—Soli- 
tude, well ridden by Jockey Burck- 
halter, lead Prattler through th? 
stretch by a good four lengths to 
win the feature race of the United 
Hunts Racing Association’s annual 
spring meeting. 

A cloud of dust behind the six 
horse field as they traversed the 
course; and One Round completed 
the two mile test over brush in the 
very good time of 3:53, only two- 
fifths of a second off the record set 
by Mrs. M. MacNeille’s St. Francis 
in 1937. The turf had been thorough- 
ly watered every evening for a fort- 
night before the races, and, althou- 
gh the course was rather hard aud 
dry, the going on the Charles V. 
Hickox’s Roslyn estate was said to 
be better than at Aqueduct or Bel- 
mont Park.

Pat (at Grafton) Mrs. John B. And- 
erson’s grand grey half-bred Ni- 
jinsky with Mrs. Billie Jacobs Weth- 
erall riding took the Reserve after 
scoring a first in The Corinthian over 
32 competitors including Miss Pat 
and a second in the Middleweight and 
Heavy Weight Hunters to Ray S. 
Shoemaker’s Higlo and being bested 
by Springbury Farm’s Billy Do in the 
Touch and Out at 5 feet. 


It has been many a day since two 
halfbreds took the honors from as 
large a field of thoroughbreds as there 
were at this two day show in Upper- 
ville, Va. Miss Pat bred by R. M. 
Meetz on the farm adjoining Horace 
Moffett at Marshal was the outstand- 
ing performer at the show and at the 
close of the first day with blues in 
the four year old half bred class,

NOTEWORTHY HORSES 


BY JUDY MOLTER 

Monday morning, April 17th, 1939, the chestnut gelding Silver 
Threads, owned by Dr. and Mrs. J .P. Jones of Charlottesville, was 
destroyed. It is my opinion that he de finitely deserves some sort. of 
eulogy. Twenty-two years old, he not only won eight steeplechases, 
but gave sixteen years of service in the hunting field. 

I recently wrote to Major Thomas H. McCreery of Long Island, 
one of his former owners, for information about Thread’s “colt- -age”. 

This horse was bred by Mr. Arthur Perkins in the state of Iowa in 
1917. Although he “~ raced as “pedigree unknown”, I know he 
was a thorough-bred, by Woodson, as Mr. Perkins bred horses for 
his personal pleasure and for the market as hunters and polo ponies, 
and used only thorough- ey mares and stallions; but not knowing 
what mare he was out of, I did not inquire about his pedigree. In 
1920 Major Louis Beard, then in command of the Remount Depot at 
Front Royal bought him, kept him there for a few months, schooling 
him over fences to some extent, then sold him, as a green hunter, to 
Mr. John Converse of Philadelphia. Mr. Converse “shippe d him to 
England, where he was hunted regularly by Mrs. Converse for four 
seasons. Threads was then shipped back to Philadelphia, where he 
was hunted with Radnor Hounds by Mrs. Converse and was later 
sent to Aiken, S. C. 

In the early spring of 1925, Major McCreery happened to lunch 
with Mr. and Mrs. Converse one day, and Mr. Converse told him 
about this horse, and said that he wanted to sell him. Major Mc- 
Creery said that as the horse jumped brush well, if he would send 
him to his stable, he would use him to lead green jumpers, and en- 
deavor to sell him. 

The horse was sent to Major McCreery’s stable, and he rode him 
in the Aiken woods considerably, and used him to lead green jumpers 
over such fences as he found, and wanted the horses to jump. Later 
in the spring he schooled him over a regular steeplechase course. 
While le ading the green horses, Threads did so well that he decided 
to train him, and started him in his first steeplechase at Belmont 
Park, at the United Hunts spring meeting. He won this race and 
five others, before Mr. Converse came to Major McCreery one day 
and said he wished he would sell the horse, as Mrs. Converse’s ser- 
vants had been betting on him, and had won so much that she was 





War Plumage Accounts For Coaching 


Club Oaks At Belmont To Break Maiden 


Granddaughter Of Man o’War Earns $11,500 In 
Closing Stake Of Westchester Racing 
Association 


James Cox Brady’s 3-year-old On Watch filly War Plumage broke her 
maiden in form true to her blood lines when she accounted for the rich 
Coaching Club Oaks in 2:16 4-5 at Belmont on June 7, romping the one and 
three-eighths miles within just two and three-fifths seconds of the record set 
by her granddaddy Man o’War nineteen years ago. Having only started four 
times as a juvenile, War Plumage took advantage of the opportunity of be- 
ing allowed to grow into a full fledged 33-year-old, went in her first outing 
rated a ‘“‘dark horse’ and wiped the eye of eight other spritely fillies her own 
age. In thus capturing the twenty-third running of this closing stake of the 
Westchester Racing Association, War Plumage earned a cool $11,500 as a 
starter for the season. 

Having just tucked away the tidy sum of $6,875 when he annexed the

then “broke down” badly, and was given to Dr. J. P. Jones of Charl- 
ottesville. After being blistered and turned out for some time, he 
went on to give Dr. Jones many a pleasant ride in the twelve years 
that Dr. Jones hunted him regularly with Farmington Hounds; as 
well as winning one more race, carrying 200 pounds, over timber, 
when Dr. Jones rode him at a Farmington Hunt Meeting. 

When 21 years, his age began to tell, and after a year of retire- 
ment, he was mercifully destroyed.

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Montreal Hunt Continues Over Century 
To Provide Foxhunting For Canadians 








English Foxhounds Brought To Montreal In 1826 
Predecessors Of Present Pack Carried On 
By William W. Ogilvie 


The very life and history of the Montreal Hunt, which boasts the con- 
tinuous record of over a hundred and ten years, has been made possible by 
these inexorable qualities in Englishmen that make them bound to have 
their kind of sport wherever they Itve. From India to Singapore, from 
Australia to Borneo, there is sport the world over for Britons, and despite 
the rigor of a Canadian winter, foxhunting has a century old foothold for 
the lover of the chase in Montreal. 

Through the years since the day William Forsyth removed a pack of Eng- 
lish Foxhounds from Three Rivers to kennels in what is now metropolitan 
Montreal in 1826, to become the founding Master there have been a legion 
of grand sportsmen who have worn the scarlet coat with blue collar and 
facings. John Forsyth, son of the founder of the Hunt, succeeded his father 
and proved a chip off the old block; a thorough sportsman and a hard rider, 
he was M. F. H. through 1837. Then there were good years and difficult

years, wars and financial panics, all sorts of circumstances which threaten- 
ed the longevity, but the Montreal Members have had tenacity. 

Military influence had its beneficial influence in the Hunt’s first two de- 
cades of history and the withdrawal of this influence was not conducive to 
its welfare at first, but seldom has necessity failed to produce a man in 
English history and never when necessity arose, has not a man stepped for- 
ward to accept the Montreal Master’s duties in any other but a capable man- 
ner. In one of its worst dilemmas, it was Donald Lorn MacDougall, of the 
clan MacDougall now famous in the annals of Quebec sport, who carried the 
Hunt for six years at his own expense from 1853-59. But even in those 
years the Mastership was no sinecure and a Committee was formed later in 
1864, which controlled the affairs of the Hunt for several years, of which 
W. M. Ramsay was Chairman. 

In 1867, a man who was to become Master three times in his span, was 
the happy choice. John Crawford accepted his second Mastership, for two 
years, 1876-78. Again in 1888, after much solicitation, Mr. Crawford ac- 
cepted the Mastership, which he held through 1891, when at the age of 78, 
he resigned, when Sir H. Montagu Allan was unamiously elected. A. Henry 
Higginson once wrote of Mr. Crawford: ‘To anyone at all acquainted with 
the Montreal Hunt, a description of that splendid old-sportsman would seem 
superfluous, for he was in his time a living, breathing example of what rid- 
ing can do in the way of preserving healthy vitality long after the span of 
three score years and ten have passed. Mr. Crawford died in April, 1903, 
at the age of ninety, having followed Hounds to within two years of his 
death. He filled the position of Master well; he had many difficulties to 
overcome, and they were overcome, for Mr. Crawford had administrative 
talents as well as being a straight rider and sportsman to the core. The stif- 
fest obstacles in the Pointe Claire country had no terrors for him; neither 
had any of the other difficulties that the Mastership of a Hunt involves. He 
was equal to them all.”’ 

All these years, the Hunt was gradually being moved out from Montreal, 
yet little hunting was actually enjoyed on the island and it was the other 
side of the river in the region of Lapairie and Chambly where the best sport 
was provided, as foxes seemed more indigenous to this country. In 1896, 
during the Mastership of George R. Hooper, the kennels were removed to 
Cote de Neige. 

A warmer supporter, a more ardent enthusiast and a more congenial and 
Popular Master has never carried the horn for Montreal than Dr. Charles 
McEachran. ‘Dr. Charley’’, as he was more fondly known, a Scotchman, 
had known fox-hunting all his life, prior to coming to the Dominion. He 


knew Hounds and horses and hunting, and then his charm, coupled with his 
profession, enabled him to make continued headway with the landowners 
and farmers. 


His success is proven to-day, as French-Canadian farmers are 





great enthusiasts of the chase. Dr. McEachran came to Virginia in 1905 to 
act in a judiciary capacity in the English-American Foxhound Match, when 
Mr. Higginson and Harry Worcester Smith competed. Dr. McEachran was 
as popular here as across the border. 

None of the Montreal Masterships were ever long-lived, scarcely ever run- 
ning more than five to six years. Dr. McEachran resigned to have W. R. 
Miller take his place in 1906, and his Hound interests took many entries to 
the first National Hound Show, held in South Lincoln, Mass. The first of 
the Ogilvies then took over the Master duties, A. E. Ogilvie, who had been 
Honorary Secretary with Mr. Miller, became M. F. H. in 1907. 

The first problem which Mr. Ogilvie had to face was the realization of the 
encroachment of civilization and the resulting ruination of the hunt-coun- 
try in and about Montreal. Large land-holdings had been divided and wire 
had come in, so that for sport, the Members all combined to hire a train and 
hunt the Ste. Therese and Lachute country, twenty-five miles to the north- 
west, which offered excellent three-day-a-week possibilities. 

Mr. Ogilvie, whose son, William Watson Ogilvie is carrying on to-day as 
Master of Montreal, was a very keen Hound man. During his Mastership 
he made many purchases at the Rugby Hound Sales, in England, buying 
some of the best that were offered and improving the blood of the pack as 
his son is continuing to do to-day. The plan of moving to the new country, 
kennels and all, matured but then came War, and Mr. Ogilvie’s resignation 
and enlistment. Serving throughout the War, with the 42nd Batallion of 
the Canadian Expeditionary Forces, he retired at the end with the rank of 
Major, and to-day his experience and enthusiasm still means much to the 
Hunt. Only last fall, Maj. Ogilvie judged the 1938 Puppy Show, which 
brought out a goodly crowd. 

Needless to say, what with all the youth and really active men off to the 
War, there were hard days for the Montreal Hunt. Yet Col. George R. 
Hooper, who had held the Mastership of Montreal from 1896-1900, under- 
took, at a great personal sacrifice to carry on, and carry on he did, spurred 
with the thought that no effort should be spared to insure sport for those 
serving on the otherside, when they were to return to home. From 1914 to 
1918, Col. Hooper encouraged youngsters and children and held regular 
fixtures. Because of his endeavors, many of those hunting with Mr. Ogilvie 
to-day have come by their appreciation through Col. Hooper’s initiative. 
His death was an irreparable loss in 1926. 

In June, 1919, Harold Hampson took Col. Hooper’s duties over and partly 
as if in reaction to the War period, when the pack fell to 18 couple and no 
young entries had bolstered the older Hounds for several years and the 
country was short of foxes, most indifferent. The Kennels

Beautiful, by Their Sachemize 1934; Cattistock’s Better, by Lady Currie’s 
Windsor, 1930; Cattistock’s Sarah by Their Brackley 1932; Cattistock’s 
Racket, by Their Stormer, 1934; Cattistock’s Rampart, by Duke of Beau- 
fort’s Rasper, 1934, and Cattistock’s Woodlark, by Sir E. Curre’s Workman, 
1926. 

But let us tell of the visit to the Montreal Hunt Kennels, last week end, 
June 11. No more cordial and hospitable reception could have been accord- 
ed a visiting scribe than that which the young, energetic and enthusiastic 
Master, Mr. Ogilvie, granted The Chronicle. He, it was, who was kind 
enough to motor us to Grand Fresniere, in the Province of Quebec, north of 
Montreal, where the Hunt’s farm and Kennels are to be found. It is here 
that the Hunt’s needs in hay and grain are grown. The Hunt’s stables are 
actually self-subsistent as the farm provides the needed hay and grain. This 
has all been developed under the Ogilvie regime in Fresniere country. 

Huntsman Woodward, who was First-Whipper-in of the Berkley Hunt for 
eleven years, and was made famous in one of Lionel Edwards paintings, 
when the First-Whipper-in Woodward, in the official yellow coated colors of 
the Berkeley was painted “falling in the rheen’’, has been conscientious 
about his duties with Montreal. The first impression, which remains with a 
visitor throughout a visit, is that of the workmanlike ship-shapeness, from 
the moment of entering the Huntsman’s cottage, typically English and neat 
and tidy as a pin, through the Kennels, kept as neatly as one’s home and the 
Hunt’s stables, with 28 big boxes, with ten reserved for the Hunt Staff 
mounts. The Kennel yards are large and spacious, with iron-grill fencing 
running to eight feet in height separating the dogs from the bitches. A high 
cedar hedge lends shade for these court-yards, where Hounds may be shown. 
All the yards are well drained, and the dogs and bitches run in turns in a 
larger lot. 

This writer was considerably impressed with the physical equipment of 
Montreal Hunt Kennels and Stables. Sensibly laid out kennels bespeak the 
wisdom of Maj. Ogilvie’s and Mr. Hampson’s years with Hounds. 

Mr. Ogilvie first had the stallion Hounds brought out. Rokeby, whose 
grandfather was the Cleveland Regent and Fortune, a lemon and white, bred 
entirely back through eight generations of Montreal blood to Sergeant 1927, 
considered the best Hound ever raised by this Hunt, are two splendid types. 
30th Hounds have been used with considerable success, though their coarse 
characteristics made it necessary to seek fine and rather slight bitches. In 
conequence the Fortune—-Signet cross proved most successful and a useful 
cross. An exemplary dog from this breeding is Singer, going into his second 
season. Clean through the neck and shoulders, with fine round cat feet, not 
too overly straight in the fore legs, but with great bone and substance and 
fine, well proportioned shoulders, with the true slant, a straight, well coupl- 
ed back and straight stern and powerful quarters, he possibly is the best dog 
in the kennels. 

Of course Bellman is difficult to point and selected as he was by Mr. Hig- 
ginson, he should go a long ways to further the hunting character and con- 
formation of future entries in the Montreal pack. Unfortunately bad luck 
has followed his bitches whelping this year for the 1940 entry, but two fine 
puppies out of Witchcraft were shown, progeny of Bellman, to be entered a 
year from now. But ten weeks old and black and tan in color, they obvious- 
ly had a lot of the character and type of their sire. 

The Montreal pack is half and half in color. About half of the Hounds 
are lemon and white, while the others are black and tan, with white. For- 
tune, who has been used most frequently with the bitches is a tan Hound. 
An outstanding Hound, having hunted two years, is Sportsman. He is of 
the Sinbad ’34—-Wakefield ’34 breeding, and both his sire and dam go back 
to the celebrated Sergeant. 

Of the young entry this year there will be 91%4 couple to be entered. Fear- 
nought, another Fortune ’35——-Signet ’33 is the best of the dogs, while For- 
ester, another black and tan is an excellent sort as well. Signet ’33 is a 
small Hound of unusual fineness, and through the hunting field she has 
proved the best, with singular manners and hunting instinct. Along with 
Fearnought and Forester will be Falcon and Farrier, other dog puppies, and 
three bitches in Freckle, Flourish and Firefly. 

Of the bitches in the Montreal pack, naturally the Signet ’33 bitch was 
most interesting and appealing. Sonnett, going into her second year of 
hunting, is larger than Signet, but really ideal in size and was awarded sec- 
ond in the bitches in the Puppy Show last autumn, judged by Maj. A. E. 
Ogilvie. Princess, a daughter of Rokeby ’35—-Passion ’34 was giving the 
first award. Other of the one season bitches that were compelling were 
Dauntless, Dewdrop and Dagmar, all by Rokeby '35——Dainty '35. Dimple, 
Destiny and Desperate, all by Fortune ’35——Dorcas ’33 have proved their 
worth their first year. 

A two couple show entry is possible in four Hounds, beautifully marked, 
level and likely in one year dog Hounds: Schemer, Sparkler and Singer, all 
of Fortune ’35—Signet ’33, and Fearnaught, but a puppy, also of Fortune 
°35—Sienet 33. It is hoped that Mr. Ogilvie may see his way to bringing 
Montreal entries to the Bryn Mawr Hound Show in September and the New 
York Hound Show later in the year. Should he venture, Montreal Hunt 
would not be ashamed of the showing. 

At this writing, Huntsman Woodward and Kennel Man Will Collins are 
feeding half-oat-meal-half-rice-flour, with some chipped flesh. Hounds are 
getting about forty-five minutes to an hour on the road each day, and though 
carrying a lot of weight, should come to fast hunting within a month. Hunt- 
ing the entire 281% couple through the season, but 20 couple actually are 
taken at a time. A splendid Hound van, presented to the Hunt by P. P. 
Cowans, father-in-law of the ex-Joint-Master A. T. Paterson, D. S. O. has 
enabled the meeting of fixtures at the more distant points more regularly. 
When Hounds are transported to a meet by a van, but 16 couple are taken. 
St. Hernas is the most distant regular fixture. 

Hounds are out three days a week, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, 
through mid-September until stopped by snow and frost, usually at the end 
of November. Sometimes it has béen possible to hunt through to Christmas, 
at least to get a Christmas Day outing. 

The country consists of the County of Two Mountains, part of the County 





of Terrebonne and Bizard Island. Pastureland predominates, and 99 per 
cent of the land is owned by French-Canadian farmers, many dairymen. The 
farms are very similar in size, all regular in their rectangular lay-out. From 
120 to 150 yards (sometimes as much as an eighth of a mile) they average 
in width, while the length may be from two to three miles and sometimes 
as much as five miles. In consequence, there is a lot of jumping when 
Hounds straight-neck their fox down the valley across these many small 
farms. 

The fences, mostly post and rail, usually have a ditch on either the land- 
ing or take-off side. There is wire, but no more wire than is expected to be 
found in the average hunting country in the States, and panels enable one 
to stay with Hounds readily. The post and rail fences average 3’6’. On 
the frequent four mile points run, as many as thirty-five fences to negotiate 
is not an unusual experience. Very little plough is encountered. A “clever 
horse is required, one that can creep and one that can fly’’ and when the 
Prince of Wales and his Equerry, Major Metcalfe, hunted there in 1923 and 
1924, he enjoyed it so much, riding a favorite mare of Mrs. A. T. Paterson’s, 
that he asked for a bye-day. Two fine runs were turned in for His Royal 
Highness in those years. 

The opening meet, about the second Saturday in September, is always 
held from the Kennels and 11 o’clock is the meeting time throughout the 
year, following the cubbing season. The best countries during the past two 
years, where foxes have been started most frequently, are the St. Augustin 
and St. Nicholas sectors. The latter is used frequently during rainy spells, 
for the soil is sandy and the going does not get too deep. The French Cana- 
dian farmers seem to enjoy the hunting, its color and picturesqueness, as 
well as the great song in the voice of English Hounds. The French speaking 
youngsters are quick to open gates and have a look of expectancy for a penny 
or more for their trouble. Forty is a large field of followers with Montreal 
Hounds, though through the year an average of 16 to 18 is usual. 

The Isle of Bizard has provided sport for these many years for Montreal 
Hounds. Foxes are usually plentiful and but for the limited country on the 
island, (some 28 to 30 square miles) the sport there would be the best of 
all. The stone walls are big, made of water rounded boulders and they 
take some lepping. These walls are wider than Virginia walls, especially 
at the bottom, and they slope to the top, more in the shape of chicken-coops, 
There are post and rail fences on Bizard as well. The experience of hunting 
with Montreal Hounds on Isle Bizard is an unusual one. Hounds, horses, 
Field and grooms are transported in turns across the river. The ‘Flying 
Ferry’’, it is called and there is none of the hustle and bustle of modern day 
life with this noiseless running ferry, powered by the current of the river it 
crosses. No more than a flat-barge, the operator merely pulls the prow into 
the stream, swings the stern away from the current and with guy wires run- 
ning to an over-head trolly, the Ferry goes flying along. 

The Montreal Staff is well mounted. Huntsman Woodward has had an 
unusual record, of being carried for ten consecutive seasons on a strong 
sensible looking son of Amner, named Chicot. Larry-T. Porter, of Montreal, 
presented Chicot to the Hunt. He has been most useful. But one Profes- 
sional Whipper-in is used, Whipper-in G. Mondu. Huntsman Woodward, as 
is customary with English Foxhounds, uses a great deal of voice with the 
horn, that his Whipper-in may know which way he is drawing through or 
about a covert. About 80 per cent of the foxes are started in covert and it 
is rare that one is ‘‘viewed away’’, as is so frequently done in Virginia fields, 
with out-riders jumping foxes found sunning in broom-sedge. 

Rathfarnam, imported by Murray Fleming, of Toronto, who is out of 
the mare who sired Jerry M. and for some years was hunted by Col. A. T. 
Paterson, is another useful hunter of the Montreal Staff. Mr. Ogilvie has 
Cataract, now named John Peel, a good, useful sort of half-bred, whose con- 
sistency has won him plaudits in Canada. This horse came from the Peach 
Brothers in Upperville. Christopher M. Greer, Jr., purchased Cataract and 
shipped him up to Mr. Ogilvie. Mr. Ogilvie likewise has a great one in Wag, 
a son of Petee-Wrack, bought from Arthur White two seasons ago. Wag 
has carried both Mr. Ogilvie as well as Mrs. Ogilvie who is a consistent fol- 
lower.

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Judge Of Over 70 Horse Shows Speaks 
On Qualification For Hunter Judges 





Sterling Larrabee, M. F. H. Finds Showing In- 
structive As Well As Helpful To Develop- 
ment Of Hunters

The following article, particu- 
larly pertinent at the height of 
the Horse Show season, is re- 
printed from “William Penn 
Points”. James Hamilton, Edi- 
tor, was fortunate in catching 
Sterling Larrabee, M. F. H., of 
Old Dominion, in a loquacious 
mood and in obtaining the trea- 
tise. Basing many of his com- 
ments on his years of actual ex- 
perience in the ring, when he 
has judged over seventy shows, 
Mr. Larrabee finds justification 
in certain causticity. 

With the advent of spring, comes 
the horse show season, and, concur- 
rently, what might be termed _ the 
open season for judges. I read an in- 
teresting article in a recent The 
Sportsman in which ‘“‘An Old Offend- 
er’ points out the many trials and 
tribulations of the bench show 
judge. But after a careful perusal of 
these difficulties, I am of the opin- 
ion that in comparison with judging 
horses, judging dogs is almost a sin- 
ecure. 

During the past few years’ the 
American Horse Shows Association 
has achieved an immense improve- 
ment in the regulation of horse show 
affairs, and I consider their new 
tentative proposal for providing 
licenses for Qualified Judges and 
Junior Judges to be a move in the 
right direction. 

It is anticipated that this plan 
may not function smoothly at first, 
but if properly managed it will pro- 
duce a far higher standard of judg- 
ing eight or ten years hence than 
obtains today. And there is no rea- 
son why the Horse Shows Associat- 
ion should not keep a sort of dossier 
as to the experience and capabilities 
of its Senior Judges, much as the 
Masters of Foxhounds’ Association 
keeps its eye on its Member Masteis 
and packs. 

When sifted down, about $0 per 
cent of the success or failure of any 
horse show depends upon the judg- 
ing, and, as I see it, the following 
qualifications for a Hunter Judge 
are requisite: 

Above all, he (or she) must be 
honest, fair-minded, and unprejudic- 
ed: 

He must be a real hunting man, 
with years of experience in the hunt- 
ing field—else, how can he _ learn 
the attributes of the animal he _ is 
required to judge. And this informa- 
tion is not picked up around the 
show ring, on the bridle path, or in 
the dealer’s yard; 

He should have more than a sup- 
erficial knowledge of the anatomy 
of the horse, and be able to recogni- 
ze unsoundness and potential un- 
soundness; 

Preferably he should have owned 
and bred a good many hunters him- 
Self, as nothing makes one so cogni- 
zant of faults and blemishes as hav- 
ing had these happen in one’s own 
stable; 

He should be able to make decis- 
ions quickly, a knack which usually 
comes with actual practice in the 
ring; 

He should have an “eye for a 
horse,”’ which is born to some men 
but unfortunately not to all. 

Let us suppose that your Judge 
has all or most of the above charac- 
teristics and is now in the ring ready 
to begin. Few people really appre- 
ciate what he is up against. To me, 
there have always seemed four dis- 
tinct factors to be coped with—the 
Committee running the show, the 
horses themselves, the grandstand, 
and the exhibitors. Considering 
them in order: 

THE COMMITTEE 

It is generally easy to get along 
with the Committee; they are giving 
the show, they have invited you to 
judge, and they will do all they can 
for you. But sometimes they make 
mistakes. 

When an invitation to judge is 








sent you, it should always state who 
has been asked to judge with you. 
Nothing gums a show more than 
judges who can’t agree. Personally, 
I have been very fortunate in this 
regard, as I don’t accept unless I 
know who my co-judges will be. 

Sometimes conditions for classes 
are worded ambiguously, and when 
you ask the Committee, no one seems 
to know anything. To avoid this, 
great care should be taken in mak- 
ing out the prize list, and especial 
attention paid to conditions of Cor- 
inthian, amateur, Hunt Team, and 
Road Hack or ‘‘Hunter-Hack”’ class- 
es, where most of the ambiguity 
occurs. 

At dinners and cocktail parties be- 
fore or during the show, Members of 
the Committee should try to shield 
their Judge from exposure to well- 
meaning localies who hand out this 
sort of chat: 

“T do hope Alice Hardup will win 
something, as it will mean so much 
to her if she can sell Tumultuous, 
and Fred Rich is going to buy him 
if he gets a blue”’ 

“Fidelity is such a lovely mare— 
what a pity she had to have a wind 
operation.”’ 

“Too bad Hanky Panky can’t be 
hunted—always bolts in the field.’’ 

Of course, this goes on in one ear 
and out the other with an_ older 
judge, but it does tend to influence 
the less experienced. 

At the smaller, one-or-two-day 
shows there is often a tendency to 
emulate the National Horse Show in 
New York and have more. classes 
than can possibly be (properly) 
judged in the time available, and 
the Committee may hurry you to slur 
over the last few classes (I have 
sometimes found myself trying to 
judge after dark). 

At some shows the Committee is 
lax in allowing the man _ operating 
the loud speaker to indulge in wise- 
cracks as to horses or riders, or in 
other matters not germaine to the 
Show. 

Lastly, there is the entertainment 
committee. At some Shows, its Chair- 
man is a great big, jovial, two-fisted 
drinker sort of man (who probably 
doesn’t ride), with hollow legs and 
reservoir stomach. His idea of sus- 
taining the hospitable reputation of 
his community is to get the Judge 
plastered the minute he arrives, and 
keep him so throughout the’ show. 
in garde, Judge! (But I judged at 
one show where you couldn’t get a 
drink for love nor money—couldn’t 
have been worse! ) 

THE HORSES 

How shall we judge a hunter? 

Once, judging with a man who 
was a dealer, more or less, and the 
time came for placing the ribbons, 
he said: ‘‘Well, I think the bay horse 
is the best, but we’ll have to give it 
to the chestnut—he’ll bring twice 
as much money as the bay.” (I didn’t 
agree. ) 

Another time, judging with a well 
known gentleman jock, he said: 
“There is the best horse in the show; 
why he’s good enough to. start in 
The Maryland Cup,’’ and he wanted 








to pin the blue on him. I didn’t 
agree.) 
Judging with a prominent M. F. 


H., his slant was: ‘“‘That brown mare 
is the only thing in the class I’d like 
to hunt myself—wouldn’t you like to 
hunt her, too? Let’s put her first.’ 
“*"Yes,”’ J said, “I’d like to hunt her 
myself, but I don’t think she should 
win this class.’’ 

Are we in the ring to pick a steep- 
lechase prospect because he happens 
to be the finest type in the show? 
No! Are we there to pick the horse 
that we, personally, would like’ to 
own and hunt ourselves? No! Per- 
sonally, I happen to like little horses 
about 15.2 or 15.3, but I can’t judge 
a class on the basis of my own per- 
sonal preference. 


Are we there to pick the most 





saleable horse? No! Definitely, no! 
Any horseman knows that a “‘flat’’ 
with a pleasing color, a good _ top- 
line, a certain amount of presence, 
and flashy way of going will out- 
sell a sound, honest workman three 
times over. 

As I see it, we are there to select 
that horse which in our opinion most 
nearly fulfills the conditions of the 
class under adjudication. 

What is good conformation—does 
it mean just a handsome horse? Not 
to me; my definition would be: 
“Substance with quality, with struct- 
ural form approaching mechanical 
perfection for the work required.” 

Why is good conformation import- 
ant. It is said of race horses that 
“they win in all shapes,’’ and every- 
one knows that some of the _ best 
hunters have poor conformation. Be- 
cause, while exceptions occur, a study 
of equine types throughout a cen- 
tury, augmented by careful measure- 
ments, has demonstrated conclusive- 
ly that the great majority of  cele- 
brated hunters, of the winners of 
classic races, and (more recently) of 
international polo ponies, are horses 
of exceptional conformation. Good 
conformation in a hunter’ implies 
speed, endurance, a smooth way of 
going, and the expectancy of sound- 
ness over a long period. 

Many hunters are shown too high 
in flesh, which obscures their con- 
formation—they look more like 
Polled Angus than horses—and in 
this high condition they frequently 
enter the question. I think hunters 
should be shown in condition with- 
out kicking and plunging, with a de- 
cent performance newly’ approxi- 
mating that of early cubbing. 

There has latterly been a tendency 
to discriminate between hunters and 
show hunters. You sometimes hear: 
“Don’t you think it’s asking too 
much of a show horse to go around 
that outside course (about a half a 
mile) three or four times a day?” 
But as far as I am concerned there 
is no such thing as a show hunter, 
and a hunter must be judged as a 
horse that will give you a safe, level, 
ride across country and_= stay with 
Hounds all day on the hardest sort 
of run, and turn up fresh a few days 
later to repeat this effort and keep 
going thus all season. 

You may sprain your wrist. or 
ankle, but this does not necessarily 
mean that you are impaired for life. 
Similarly, after two or three years’ 
work, hunters’ frequently acquire 
strains or other injuries which may 





cause temporary lameness but after 


treatment and rest, be 
sound again. Under this

UPPERVILLE SHOW 


A kaleidoscope of color, of constant activity, the shrill call of some suckl- 
ing separated for an instant from its mother, the sudden plunge of a stal- 
lion, or the quick turn of an excited thoroughbred, the constant procession 
of hunters, jumpers, hacks before the old covered grandstand in the grove 
of ancient oaks lend an air to the two days at Upperville that can scarce be 
duplicated. The Upperville Colt and Horsg Show has definitely something 
to offer that is not seen or could not be seen in anything but the oldest Horse 
Show in the country, run by Southern gentlemen, landowners and farmers 
on a grand old southern estate. 

The color, the excitement, the atmosphere are there and an unusually fine 
group of entries, over 700 this year, but the interesting thing about Upper- 
ville is the nature of these entries. When Colonel Dulaney called his friends 
and neighbors together to judge the qualities and merits of two great thor- 
oughbred colts, he developed the germ of an idea that became the predeces- 
sor of the modern horse show, but he also left an heritage at Upperville 
which has fortunately been carried on through the years with a persistent 
regard for tradition that is seldom seen in America. Colonel Dulaney’s 
competition was for colts and it is the maintenance of this aim in the Upper- 
ville Colt and Horse Show that makes it unusual among the three hundred 
and more Shows that dot the United States from coast to coast. 

Out of the 45 classes which go to make up the Show at Grafton, twenty- 
four are for young horses, four years old and under, brood mares and stal- 
lions. Primarily the Upperville Show is a breeder’s Show, not a hunter 
Show and the able committee headed by President W. G. Fletcher would 
make a great mistake if they ever wavered from their determination to 
maintain the Upperville Show as anything but one famous for its breeding 
classes. In this position, Upperville holds a leading position among the 
shows of the country. It is made possible, true enough, by the position Vir- 
ginia hold in America as a great center for the development of thoroughbred 
and purebred stock. Throughout the countryside stand more thoroughbred 
stallions than in any other section outside of Kentucky. The hunters bred 
and developed in Virginia are famous. To feature the breeding classes pro- 
vides Upperville with an opportunity that should never be neglected for the 
more customary open jumper, and the made hunter classes. Owners of stal- 
lions in which lie large investments, of thoroughbred mares and their off- 
springs will never care to ship them far distances for showing. As a matter 
of fact, the breeding classes in other shows cannot be filled the way they are 
at Upperville with the finest blood lines of the country. Among the yearl- 
ings there this year, coursed the blood of Cavalcade, Psychic Bid, Messenger, 
Milkman, Rockminister, Espino, *Gino, High Quest, Dunlin, and among the 
sucklings were some by Belfonds, St. Henry, Valorous, and many others. 
These youngsters are beautiful things. They fill the Show and lend an air 
of youthful zest to an old-fashioned atmosphere that is lovely to see and feel. 

Upperville more than any other single Horse Show represents the blood 
horses of the future. They are not shown by a few great stables, but are 
brought there by men in all walks of life, the breeder, the farmer, the deal- 
er, the country gentleman. All gather under the big oaks of Grafton much 
as the old Southern gentlemen of the past gathered so long ago, to gaze with 
unfeigned admiration and to pass judgement on the work of the breeder’s 
art, the thoroughbred horse. An air of friendliness, of understanding, of 
confidence is over the grounds for the exhibitors, owners, riders and specta- 
tors at Upperville have the love and appreciation of horses bred deep in the 
bone.

ABC, care The Middleburg Chronicle 
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comes wire-cuts, rope-galls, wind- 
puffs, and capped hocks, which seld- 
om amount to more than eye-sores. 
Outside splints (nearly all young 
hunters throw these) which may 
cause soreness for a week or two, 
and then slowly subside as a rule. 

Curbs—some colts are foaled with 
“rough hocks,’’ which may develop 
into curbs within a few days—but 
these prenatal lesions never seem to 
cause lameness, and most. other 
curbs, coming later in life, may be 
eradicated by blistering. 

Bowed flexor tendons may often 
be restored to stand up under many 
years hard hunting. Bog-spavins and 
thoroughpins, unless very large, 
seldom impair the action of the hock 
joint. Whence, if no lameness be ap- 
parent, these blemishes need not be 
judged as disqualifications. 


Grave causes of unsoundness are 
usually deeply seated and difficult 
of recognition (as for example, cer- 
tain diseases of the foot, blind splints,

bone spavins, arthritis, and the 
like), but they fortunately manifest 
themselves in decided lameness un- 
less artificial means be used to cov- 
er them up during the short time 
the horse is in the ring, and your 
Judge must be ever On the watch for 
this practice. 

Though they can not be consider- 
ed as forms of unsoundess, many 
horses have structural defects which 
are foci of weakness, and which 
portend a brief and unsatisfactory 
career in the hunting field. Among 
these defects are: cow hocks, knock- 
knees, light bone, soft bone, gummy 
ankles, pasterns too long or _ too 
short, shelly feet, contracted feet, 
splay feet, and a herring gut. 

Other faults of conformation which 
impede activity and freedom of 
movement across country are: 
straight shoulders, mutton shoulders, 
necks put on upside down, and a 
too high carriage of the head. In 
judging, I prefer to place a_ horse 
with a few honest hunting blemishes 
ahead of a clean one that has any of 
these congenital defects in a marked 
degree. 

Except in classes limited to three- 
and-four-year-olds, I consider dis- 
position, intelligence, manners, and 
form over fences, as more important 
than conformation. In England and 
Ireland it is customary for the Jud- 
ges to ride the ten or twelve’ most 
likely horses in each class, which 
affords an opportunity of forming an 
intelligent opinion as to their merits. 
This occurs infrequently in America, 
however (we are always in such a 
hurry), and our Judges have _ to 
make their decisions on the meager 
grounds of seeing the horse through 
a turn or two around a ring’ over 
from four to eight fences, with a few 
minutes devoted to conformation 
afterwards! In a class with twenty 
to forty entries, this is not so easy. 

THE GRANDSTAND 

Like the British King, the grand- 
stand has no authority, but a great 
deal of influence. While in certain 
hunting communities (notably in 
Virginia) the horse show is a gather- 
ing of horsemen, on the other hand, 
in the North (especially in or near 
big cities) it is a spectacle, and 
hence the spectacular appeals. For 
example: 

The horse that tears around the 
ring, jumping high, wide and hand- 
some, and throughout out of hand, 
always gets applause and cheers, but 
this isn’t a hunting performance; 

The little girl with yellow pig- 
tails and yelvet cap who bobs around, 
her legs stretched to the splitting 
point, on the big Irish hunter which 
should have a 200 pound man_ up, 
always brings down the house; 

The boy who is jumped off at the 
second fence, and pluckily gets up 
again to finish the course, will come 
in for a lot of cheering, and rightly, 
too; 

Johnny Jones, the local boy whose 
daddy runs the riding school, will 
get his share.from the home town 
contingent; 

And almost any really good-look- 
ing girl will draw a big hand, re- 
gardless of what her horse does; 
this I take it, is a fine tribute to our 
American chivalry. 

But the spectators are judging 
riders, not horses, and your Judge 
must keep a level head, be impervi- 
ous to popular clamor, which is not 
always easy to do, and place the 
ribbons in accordance with the con- 
ditions of the class. 

THE EXHIBITORS 

Nine out of ten of those who show 
hunters are thorough sportsmen, but 
the remaining tenth constitute the 
hardest propostion the Judge has to 
confront. In my own experience this 
small minority may be classed under 
three categories: 

1. A few misguided dealers who 

attempt to sue the show ring as a 
sale stable, and who are often dis- 
appointed; 
2. A few parvenues who are either 
out for publicity, or trying to crash 
society through the stable-door. As 
a rule, these’ exhibitors or their 
children do not ride themselves thus 
most of the sport and pleasure of 
Showing are lost; 

.8. A few mouthy stable managers 
(the correct term is head groom or 
stud groom), some of these lads hail 
from the Old Country with sketchy 
references as having been “First 
Whip to the Catsberry,” or “Second 
horseman to Lord Wyvern.” But 
from watching their seat and hands, 





one infers that their only hunting 


experience was at night with a 
poacher’s lurcher, or scrambling 
through bogs after the Bally-glunin 
foot-beagles; their profound know- 
ledge of horse lore must have been 
attained in a costermonger’s donkey 
stable. In America, however, thanks 
to the ignorance of their employers, 
they are quite the gent. 


From the three categories just 
mentioned, your Judge must be pre- 
pared against kicks from the  inex- 
perienced and tricks from the un- 
scrupulous: 

Henry Tripper (108 Wall Street), 
who as God’s Gift to County Galway, 
paid 700 Guineas for the noble Earl 
of Arran, twice Champion of the 
South Loughrea Horse Show. Thou- 
gh a good enough lepper, Arran’s 
head is gross, his feet are like stove- 
lids, and with his’ short, straight 
thick pasterns and his tremendous 
quarters, he impresses an American 
Judge as being lonely without a 
plow, and as a horse that couldn't 
stay through a ten-minute-burst be- 
hind a pack of American Foxhounds. 
Considering the horse’s record, and 
the price he paid, it is hard for Mr. 
Tripper to understand why he _ dve- 
sn’t win any conformation classes 
over here. (Damn Judges don’t know 
anything.) 

Mrs. Fondparent (the Fondparents 
are that very horsey family from the 
Bronx, you know), is hopping mad 
when her daughter, Pansy, on Joy- 
bells, had the only clean’ perform- 
ance in the Working Hunter’ Class 
and didn’t get anything. It is almost 
impossible to explain to her that 
Joybells dove into the first fence, 
grabbed at the second, stood back 
fifteen feet at the third, got in too 
close and bucked over the fourth 





and fifth, swerved over the sixth, 
and so on, and was marked: “Not 
consistent and chancy.’’ In _ other 


words, it was anything but a hunt. 
ing performance. 

Miss Flossie Frenzy boils up to 
the Committee with: ‘‘Why the hel] 
don’t you get a Judge up here, who 
knows these horses—my horses won 
everything at Tuparo Park and Kast 
Point last week, and they haven't

NEW YORK ’CHASES 
DRAW TOP HORSES 


Aqueduct Opens With First ’Chase 
To J. F. Adams’ Bell Man Over 
Brush With Going Hard 

The steeplechasing in the metro- 
politan area about New York this 
season has been definitely far above 


the records of last year. All races 
have been real contests and it has 
taken top calibre ’chasers to take 


the winner’s end of these stakes and 
purses. To Fred Parks, Secretary of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Assn., goes a great proportion of the 
credit for the consistent success of 
the Belmont ’chasing season and he 
has earned real plaudits in putting 
on splendid contests through a dry 
spell which has had no equal in the 
past several years. The going has 
been like concrete, and the hardness 
of the Belmont infield was no excep- 
tion to what was found at Aqueduct 
on the opening day last Thursday, 
June 8, when J. Frederick Adams’ 
Bell Man won The Delcanta Steeple- 
chase, the first jumping fixture of 
the Queens County Jockey Club this 
season. 

Despite the hard going, six went 
to the post in this race over brush, 
the only one held to date at Aque- 
duct, with hurdle racing laurels won 
on Friday, Saturday, and Tuesday 
by John Bosley’s Walkaway; Mrs. 
E. D. Jacobs’ Navarin and J. W. 
Brown’s Brown Prince III. When 
Bell Man scored, he jumped well 
and under steady restraint, followed 


the pace of Mrs. Arthur White’s 
Swimalong until the 14th. fence 


when he was moved up sharply by 
Jockey Roby, was bumped slightly 
by the leader, but after assuming 
command, swerved over the final to 
in turn bother Swimalong and then 
go on to win.
